Dad and son in 
golf club drama

A FATHER and son have 
been praised for their ac¬ 
tions which saved a man’s 
life after he suffered a 
heart attack while playing 
golf. 

Ellis Kerr and his dad Gar¬ 
ry were halfway through a 
game at Haverhill Golf Club 
on Saturday, August 19. 

Another golfer - known 
only as ‘Mick’ - had col¬ 
lapsed on the course min¬ 
utes after meeting the Kerrs 
when his playing partner hit 
an errant ball in their direc¬ 
tion. 

Garry started to give CPR 
while 7-year-old junior golf¬ 
ing champion Ellis, ignor¬ 
ing his dad’s instruction to 
stay put, sprinted to the club 
house for help. 

Mr Kerr, 45, said: “I shout¬ 
ed for people around us to 
phone for an ambulance. 
Then he just stopped breath¬ 
ing, I pushed him over and 
started CPR. 

“I just kept on giving him 
CPR but he was blue, I didn’t 
think he would make it. It 
must have gone on for about 
20 minutes. 

“He’d fallen head first so 
his nose and mouth were 
bleeding. 

“Even when the paramed- 


happened. 

“The man’s wife got in 
touch with me to say thank 
you for everything and how 
much she appreciated it.” 

Mr Kerr added: “I didn’t 
realise until afterwards but 
Ellis had run all the way up 
the course to get help, all on 
his own. 

“He’s only 7. I thought 
he was still waiting for me 
where I left him. 

“I just think what he did 
was so brave.” 

Mr Kerr, who works as 
a manufacturing supervi¬ 
sor, was previously first aid 
trained but never thought he 
would be the type of person 
to take control in a crisis. 

“I’ve done a bit of it in 
the past and it just kind of 
kicked in,” he said. “I always 
thought I wouldn’t know 
what to do but it just takes 
over.” 




ic got there I had to keep do¬ 
ing CPR while he got the de¬ 
fibrillator out. “ 

An air ambulance took the 
man to hospital for further 
treatment. It is understood 
he is still in hospital awaiting 
surgery. 

Mr Kerr, who 


is a regular visitor to the golf 
course with his son, said the 
life-saving encounter was 
“fate”. 

He added: “If the guy he 
was with hadn’t hit such a 
wayward tee shot then there 
wouldn’t have been any¬ 
one near him when it

Family’s terror

RAM-RAIDERS smashed their way into a 
village store as the owner and his family slept 
upstairs. 

Dilip Visana said he and his family were 
woken in the early hours of Thursday by a 
gang breaking through security shutters at 
the shop - and feared they would try to get 
into their home. 

The raiders repeatedly reversed into the 
front of the Nisa store in Kedington, near 
Haverhill, ransacked the cigarette counter 
and fled the scene. 

One of Mr Visana’s neighbours even tried 
to give chase by car, but lost sight of them. 

Mr Visana said: “I live on top of the store 
with my family, I heard it and saw it happen 
and within five minutes they were in and out. 

“Me, my wife, daughter, son and his girl¬ 
friend were all sleeping upstairs. We woke up 
when they first attempted to get in. 

“Adrenaline was rushing through me, then 
panic set in and I was worried about whether 
they were going to try and go through the 
shop to the house. 

“I phoned the police and have an alarm 
system with a panic button and all the neigh¬ 
bours called too.” 

He added: “Half the car was inside the 
shop. 

“All the local people around the shop made 
phone calls to the police. One of our local 
customers even tried to follow the car at one 
point but lost them. 

“Everyone has been very supportive. One 
of the local councillors even came out.”

The attack caused damage to the front of 
the store he has owned for 12 years and to in¬ 
ternal lighting and ceilings. 

Suffolk police remained at the property 
until 2am yesterday while emergency repairs 
were carried out and the shop was boarded 
up. A note at the entrance said it would be 
closed while forensic investigations were 
carried out. 

Police are appealing for information in the 
hunt for what they believe could be up to four 
raiders. They are also investigating whether 
this crime is linked to a ram-raid on another 
Nisa store in Red Lodge, near Newmarket, in 
the early hours of Saturday morning. 

Of the Kedington attack, a police spokes¬ 
man said: “A vehicle, believed to be dark in 
colour and possibly a SUV, was used to ram 
through the security shutters of the store. 

“The suspects - thought to be up to four 
people - then forced entry into the store and 
stole a quantity of cigarettes before leaving 
the scene in the vehicle. 

“Officers would like to hear from anyone 
who has not yet been in touch and who has 
knowledge of either raid or who believes they 
witnessed any suspicious activity in the vi¬ 
cinity of the incident.”

Haverhill Property Update 


Cheffins 


Ryan Bourgaise, Associate, Cheffins comments: 


In this column we are going to discuss the housing market around Haverhill and the local area and what both buyers and sellers need to be thinking about ahead of moving home. 



To kick off we are looking at the property market in general. Whilst the UK housing market has been at the top of the news agenda for much of 2017 and I am pleased to report that for Haverhill, 
prices have stayed strong throughout the year and transaction levels have been high. August has been marginally quieter as people are enjoying their summer holidays, however we would expect 
more activity in the market in the autumn months as people look to move ahead of Christmas. When it comes to prices, the past 18 months has seen growth of around five to ten per cent 
depending on the type of property. Looking at average prices, we are seeing one bedroom flats selling for anything from £115,000 whilst a four bedroom detached property with a double garage 
could reach up to £450,000. Luckily for Haverhill, there are still options for more affordable housing for people and two bedroom houses can be bought for prices approximately £185,000. Values 
have been slightly static in the summer months but this is more due to seller expectations and realistic asking prices continue to be the most important element in achieving a successful sale. 

Buyers in Haverhill are a mix of both local people either trading up to larger properties or downsizing, or those who are new to the area but are looking to commute to Cambridge. Haverhill still 
attracts a large number of first time buyers as prices remain more affordable than other local areas so flats are selling well and we have seen an increase in demand for two or three bedroom 
homes for young families. Property here still offers strong capital gains and rental yields of around 5 per cent, so investors and buy-to-let purchasers are still seeing good returns and are active in 
the market place for two or three bedroom properties. At the more expensive end of the spectrum, the majority of buyers who commute to Cambridge or the science and research parks in the 
Cambridge Cluster are looking to buy on the western side of Haverhill. These purchasers are generally looking for the larger more modern properties with the fastest access onto the A1307. The 
most popular areas amongst these purchasers include Hanchett End, Hanchett Grange, Hanchett Manor and Castle Reach. 

The biggest news for the property market locally will be whether the campaign for the new train station is successful. If it is, it is likely we will see growth in prices almost immediately so people 
would be wise to invest within the local market early on. Haverhill is a town which has morphed and changed so much over the years that the reinstatement of the railway is likely to have profound 
effects on the town and will be a catalyst for rejuvenation of much of the town centre. 

Once a fortnight we will be reporting on the state of the market so look out for our next column where we will look into the first time buyer market in more detail. For more information contact

Try taking a 'lucky dip' and see 
if your ancestors were ever in the 
news, for whatever reason(l), as we 
can search local and national papers 
too. 

We can even help with house 
histories too - who lived there? 

And if that's a lot to take on board 
do stop for a refreshment break 
in the Haven Cafe right next door 
and sample one (or more) of their 
delicious Suffolk made cakes.

The village that’s becoming 
a victim of its own success 



CHARM: some of the Linton sights 


ONE village is so in demand that it’s 
full to capacity and bursting at the 
seams. 

If you were to imagine the epit¬ 
ome of village charm, then Linton 
in South Cambridgeshire would be 
top of the list. 

But the village seems cursed by 
its own charm with countless plan¬ 
ning applications bombarding 
councils to the point they feel “be¬ 
sieged” and services are unable to 
cope with growing demand. 

The village has become so full 
that people have to wait six weeks 
for a doctors’ appointment and 
even the parish council clerk Kate 
Wiseman says she can’t get her 
child into the village’s infant school. 

Edith Bald chairwoman of the 
Linton Parish Council planning 
committee and a resident for 23 
years, said: “We seem to be be¬ 
sieged by planning applications. 

“We’ve had several large planning 
applications and the village only 
has about 4,500 people.” 

One plan for 95 homes on Back 
Road was rejected by South Cam¬ 
bridge District Council but was im¬ 
mediately appealed by developers

who also put in an application for 
65 homes in Balsham Road straight 
after placing the appeal. 

Mrs Bald said: “All the way 
through villagers have been op¬ 
posed to this, we just can’t take 
these big developments. 

“The main thing is that it is im¬ 
pacting our quality of life.” 

Back in February hundreds of 
residents turned out to oppose the 
application by developers Glad- 
mans for 95 new homes on Back 
Road. 

But just why is Linton so popular? 

Linton is thought to be the only 
English village with both a vineyard 
and a zoo. 

Among other big attractions are 
the Water Tower and footpaths 
leading to Rivey Hill. 

Mrs Bald added: “We have such 
a special landscape. The village is 
very historic, we’ve got special con¬ 
servation areas, it’s an outstanding 
area. 

“It’s so charming and character¬ 


ful with a lovely sense of commu¬ 
nity. We’ve got lots of clubs, activi¬ 
ties and sport. It’s quite a thriving 
village with a community who pull 
together. 

We’ve got a lot of lovely shops, 
we’ve got an artisan bakery and or¬ 
ganic vegetable shops and florists. 
It’s such a special village and very 
pretty. 

On top of over-subscribed 
schools and massive waiting times 
for appointments, villagers are wor¬ 
ried that the town will become even 
more of a rat run for commuters 
desperate to avoid the A1307. 

“We can take a small amount of 


people but not a whole lot of com¬ 
muters. 

“The schools are great, but they 
are full. It’s a great village to live in, 
but we can’t grow any more because 
there’s no infrastructure. 

“We’ve been built for a certain 
population and we’re already ex¬ 
ceeding it. “ 

“The traffic is a real problem. We 
are being used as a rat run for the 
A1307 for people wanting to avoid 
it, especially the pinch point at Lin¬ 
ton.” 

There are worries that the village 
will become a “commuter hub”, 
something which worries some 



people. 

Plus, according to the parish 
council, even the sewers are well 
past capacity. 

Mrs Bald said: “I know it’s un¬ 
pleasant, but literally not even the 
sewers can take it. 

“The sewers don’t have the capac¬ 
ity to deal with it. They get backed 
up, blocked and start overflowing 
already. It’s really quite disgusting.”

Success as recorded crime 
falls by 10 per cent in a year 


CRIME has fallen in Haverhill by 10 
per cent in just a year, with common 
assault and harassment being eradi¬ 
cated. 

The crime statistics - released af¬ 
ter a Freedom of Information request 
- show that recorded crime fell from 
2,571 cases in 2015-2016 to 2,302 for 
the year 2016-17. 

Inspector Danny Cooper said: 
“The annual fall in reported crime 
for Haverhill is welcomed as positive 
news. Locally, and as a force, we work 
closely with partners to tackle both 
crimes against vulnerable people and 
the more traditional offences such as 
anti-social behaviour, burglary and 
theft. 

“The main focus in Haverhill has 
been tackling drug abuse and issues 
associated with multi-occupancy 
homes. This will continue to be our 
priority.” 

From the financial year 2015-2016 to 
2016-2017 many types of crime have 
fallen or appear to have been eradi¬ 
cated entirely with no recorded cases. 

Common assault and battery fell 
from 115 recorded cases to none, har¬ 
assment plummeted from 24 to zero 
and recorded rape cases went down 
slightly from 24 to 22.

Inspector Cooper continued: “There 
is still lots of work to be done, and I 
know that this small reduction in of¬ 
fences will not be of comfort to those 
that have been a victim of crime.” 

The figures show that there were 
more cases of drug possession record¬ 
ed in Haverhill than last year, up from 
17 in 2015-16 to 51 in 2016-17. 

Other crimes also saw an increase 
in recorded cases including arson, 
burglary in a dwelling, possession of 
weapons and criminal damage. 

Between 2015-16 and 2016-2017, 
arson doubled from 12 recorded cas¬ 
es to 24, burglary in a dwelling rose 
from 35 to 68, possession of weapons 
increased fivefold from 7 to 35 and 
criminal damage skyrocketed from 
149 cases to 342. 

As previously reported, violence 
with injury cases spiked with recorded 
cases going from 108 to 265. 

Inspector Cooper added: “I would 
like to take this opportunity to thank 
all those officers and staff for their 
dedication and hard work as they 
strive to make Haverhill a safer place 
to live and work.”

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EVEN YOUR GRASS, PLANTS AND FLOWERS HAVE THE POST-HOLIDAY BLUES 



Returned from holiday to find bedraggled 
plants, an overgrown lawn, herbs and 
flowers which have run to seed and a glut of 
crops you couldn't give away? 

So, what do you do? 

Don’t despair 

The rain we've had this summer may have 
gone some way to saving flower borders, but 
containers left in sheltered spots may have 
dried out without the luxury of an automatic 
irrigation system, or a friendly neighbour to 
water them in your absence. 

Guy Barter, RHS chief horticultural adviser, 
reckons that if your bedding plants haven't 
dried out completely, you should have 
a month of good growing weather left in 
the south of the country and a little less in 
the north. 

"The recent wet weather will have helped 
gardens enormously, but containers are 
still likely to be fairly dry, so you need to 
give them a really good soak, deadhead 
the flowers and give plants a good feed," he 
advises. 

Cut back and feed container plants 

Container plants, including petunias, can 
be cut back and should produce another 
burst of growth, provided the slugs haven't 
devoured the base of the plants during the 
rainy period, he says.

You should also be able to give trailing plants 
such as lobelia and bacopa a haircut and a feed, 
to prompt them into further flowering. 

Watch out for slugs 

"People who have been away during the wet 
weather should be prepared to come back to 
find a lot of slug damage," he adds. "They will 
eat petunias around the base and feast on hosta 
leaves, and the plants will not produce more 
leaves this year." 

It may be wise to feed vulnerable plants with 
nematodes, biological controls which are 
specifically designed to attack slugs and vine weevil. 
Be aware that many biological controls become 
less reliable when the temperature drops, as 
the predatory insects which provide the control 
then multiply more slowly. Check for greenfly 
and blackfly and take off shoots on plants which 
are infested and dispose of them. 

Grab plant bargains 

"You can also get some plant bargains at 
garden centres at this time of year, including 
herbaceous perennials such as delphiniums 
and lupins, which have finished flowering, but 
should grow strongly next year and hopefully be 
free of mildew." 


Tackle overgrown lawns 

You may be returning to long grass, which will 
have been growing thanks to the mixed weather 
we've had in summer. When tackling it, Guy 
recommends not taking off more than a third at 
a time until it has recovered and don't feed the 
lawn until autumn. 

As for vegetables, you should be returning home 
to bumper crops, although tomato blight tends to 
appear in warm, wet weather and if your plants 
succumb, there's not a lot you can do apart from 
consign them to the bonfire. 

Giant veg may have to be ditched 
"You may have enormous marrows when you 
actually wanted courgettes and rather tough, 
stringy beans which have been left too long for 
picking. But some of the overgrown veg could go 
into chutneys." 

Lettuces may have bolted or been damaged by slugs 
and if they are, lift them and replace them with 
other crops such as Chinese leaves and spinach, 
while mustard seeds can also be sown for green 
manure. Spring onions can also be sown now, 
where they are to mature and left to overwinter 
until they are ready for harvesting in spring. 

And if all else fails... 

Steal a march on the cooler months by clearing 
out wilted bedding plants from pots and invest in 
some spring bulbs and other plants for autumn 
and winter.

While the review is being carried 
out the area of the Milton landfill 
that was searched - known as cell

Packing plenty of cake 
and coffee, JULIAN 
WELLEN paddles out 
on a Scandi adventure 


T HE Scandinavians seem to 
have special words for 
everything and we love 
adopting them - from that 
old Swedish favourite, 
smorgasbord, to newcomers, such 
as the Danish hygge. 

The one that will soon be on 
everyone’s lips has to be "filca” - 
coffee and cakes to be taken any 
time, anywhere. 

A well-known Swedish home 
store has a cafe called Fika, in which 
customers can take a break from 
negotiating its labyrinthine layout. 

But visiting Gothenburg and West 
Sweden, I learned that the best 
place for fika is in a sea kayak. 

I set out to experience the region's 
coastal lifestyle and cuisine and the 
view from the plane, approaching 
Gothenburg, revealed a stunning 
coastline, dotted with islands and 
bays. 

Just over an hour-and-a-half's 
drive up the coast is Fiskebackskil, 
in Bohuslan province, a pretty 
former fishing village - now mostly 
holiday homes - where we were 
staying in Slipens, a new hotel with 
cool Scandi decor in a 100-year-old 
shipyard. 

(A handy tip on pronun¬ 
ciation that I picked up is "k" 
and "sk" are sometimes 
pronounced as "sh’!.. and 
sometimes not.) 

Slipens also runs the 
excellent Brygghuset seafood 
restaurant, featuring the 
Swedish staple, herring, in 
numerous tasty guises. After 
a delicious buffet lunch we 
headed out to Grundsund, a 
couple of miles along the 
coast where we were booked in for 
our kayak trip. 

Christina Ingemarsdotter of Kajak 
i Grundsund has been paddling 
kayaks for 40 years and clearly loves 
it just as much now as when she first 
picked up a paddle. 

After a land-based lesson and a 
practice paddle around the harbour 
using muscles we didn't even know 
we had, we headed out to sea. The 
wind had got up and we paddled 
hard to get into the lee of the 
numerous small islands of smooth, 
pink granite, rising from the water 
like great hippos' backs. 

Once in the calmer water we 
could enjoy the peace and beauty of 
the area, the sea-level opening up a 
completely different perspective on 
life and the landscape. 

We finally pulled over to the rocks 
for fika, looking for a likely picnic 
spot - or even a cafe - until Chris¬ 
tina threw open the hatch on her 
kayak to reveal a flask of coffee and 
a bowl of cinnamon buns. 

What better way to enjoy fika than 
floating gently on the water with sea 
and rocks around us and starfish 
visible in the clear water beneath? 

Once back at Fiskebackskil, 
another feast of fish lay ahead in 
Brygghuset, which also has a whisky 
bar with 1,500 malts - another

reason, if you needed one - to stay. 

My otherwise perfect sleep was 
broken by a dramatic light at 4.30am 
and a stunning sunrise - prelude to 
a clear, sunny day. 

From Fiskebackskil it's a short 
ferry hop to Lysekil, where Lars 
Marstone and Adriaan Von Plasse 
run mussel safaris on their 67-year- 
old boat. We sailed, happily soaked 
by the waves, until we reached 
Lars's idyllic island, where his wife, 
Majvor, was waiting. 

While Adriaan cooked up mussels 
in wine, cream and chopped veg, 
Lars opened some oysters - which

divers harvest by hand - as fresh as 
they come. Of course the meal was 
finished with a fika. 

Lysekil is also home to the Havets 
Hus aquarium, where you can see 
and touch some of the local species 
of sealife and learn about the 
valuable efforts to preserve their 
habitats and restock the waters. 

Back at Fiskebackskil, we checked 
in at the Gullmarsstrand spa hotel 
with its waterside yoga studio and a 
hot tub on the jetty, where you can 
relax before plunging into the 
sea for an invigorating 
swim before returning 
to the tub to enjoy the 
all-over tingle of the 
hot water. Finish off 
with a sauna and 
shower and you're 
ready for anything. 

Sitting and 
watching the sun set 
over the water as 
children fished from the 
jetty was the perfect end to 
an excellent meal at the hotel 
restaurant and to our all-too short 
stay on the coast. 

We were heading to the city, and 
Gothenburg proved the perfect 
place for a city break, with its old 
"long streets'' just west of Linnega- 
tan, that have gone from being a 
rough, edgy part of town to a hub of 
stylish shops, hipster bars, court¬ 
yard cafes and designer shops for 
anyone seeking some Scandi chic. 

Also reinvented, the excellent 


Comfort Hotel looks out over the 
harbour and ferry terminal and has 
a deservedly popular rooftop bar 
with the best views in town. 

Like some of our own large ports, 
Gothenburg has had to reinvent 
itself after the loss of its shipbuild¬ 
ing industry, becoming a cultural 
and hi-tech hub - a far cry from its 
early days as a fortified trading 
colony with walls to keep out the 
marauding Danes. 

The 17th century moats are now 
peaceful canals, where 
boats will take you on a 
sightseeing tour 
* around the old city 
and out into the 
river Gota. You 
could even paddle 
round in a kayak 
- fika not 

» provided, although 
the local Hagabullen 
(a Frisbee-sized 
cinnamon bun) would 
be ideal. The city's 
beautiful botanic gardens offer a 
space to recharge your batteries 
with a spectacular rose garden and 
the palm house - built in 1878 and 
inspired by Crystal Palace - filled 
with exotic plants and cacti. 

Back on the seafood theme, the 
Michelin-starred Sjomagasinet, a 
short ferry ride down the river, 
provided an unforgettable water¬ 
front meal - as unforgettable as the 
rest of this beautiful part of the 
world.

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Enhanced performance 
from latest BMW model 



T HE sixth-generation BMW M5 
will make its appearance in the 
UK next February. 

The new model comes with an 
enhanced 600bhp V8 engine, a new 
M-specific all-wheel drive system 
known as M xDrive and performance 
statistics that surpass all previous 
models. 

Its power comes from the latest 
4.4-litre engine with BMW M 
TwinPower turbo technology which 
delivers a maximum torque of 
750Nm, accelerating the new M5 
from zero to 62mph in just 3.4 
seconds, making it the fastest M5 yet. 
Top speed is restricted to 155mph. 

Despite the performance figures, 
BMW is claiming an official fuel 
return of 26.9mpg with emissions of 
249g/km. 

Power is transferred to the road 
via a new eight-speed M Steptronic 
transmission with Drivelogic. 

BMW say the key to this level of 
performance is the introduction of M 
xDrive and its adaptability thanks to a 
central control module and the variety 
of different dynamic modes. 

When first started, the car is in four- 


wheel-drive mode with the dynamic 
stability control switched on. But it 
comes with various driving dynamics 
modes, up to a track-friendly pure 
rear-wheel drive. 

The design of the new BMW M5 
is specific to M models which come 
with a completely redesigned front 
bumper and the bonnet is made of 
aluminium, while the roof consists of 


a very light carbon fibre reinforced 
plastic. 

On the inside the new M5 offers 
space for up to four passengers, a 
large boot and high levels of comfort 
the same as those of the 5-Series 
saloon. 

The driver faces a large digital 
display similar to the BMW 5-Series 
but it has been reconfigured 


specifically for the M5. 

It informs the driver about dynamic 
modes, the all-wheel drive M xDrive 
and the Drivelogic setting. The speed 
warning alarm is adjustable and shift 
lights inform the driver when it is 
the optimal time to change gear in 
manual shift mode. The data can also 
be reflected in a head-up display. 

Prices have yet to be announced.

LEXUS is to reveal updated 
versions of its NX SUV and CT 
premium hatch at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show in September.

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Quality counts for the 
new-look Qashqai 


Airstream caravans 
making a comeback 

THE iconic American Airstream 
brand will officially relaunch in 
the UK at October's Motorhome 
and Caravan Show 2017, the UK's 
largest leisure vehicle show. 

After a couple of years' 
absence, Airstream returns with 
the appointment of a new UK 
distributor. 

Three new models for the UK 
include the flagship four-berth 
Colorado retailing at £99,195, 
as well as the smaller Yukon and 
Missouri models. 

Manufactured since the 1930s, 
70 per cent of Airstreams made 
are still in use around the world, 
with celebrity owners including 
Brad Pitt, Colin Farrell, Tom 
Hanks, Sandra Bullock and 
Matthew McConaughey. 

It is estimated that almost £2 
billion was spent on caravan 
holidays across Great Britain in 
2016, with over 50 million nights 
spent in caravans each year. 

The industry employs some 
130,000 people and there are 
over 1.7 million caravaners and 
motorhomers in the UK. 

An estimated 555,000 touring 
caravans, 205,000 motorhomes 
and over 300,000 caravan holiday 
homes are in use in the UK. 

The Motorhome and Caravan 
Show 2017 runs from October 17 
to 22 at Birmingham's NEC. 

Tickets are on sale now and 
start from £8.50. Children 15 and 
under enter free. 


F ROM pencil line to production 
line, the Nissan Qashqai is as 
British as they come. 

Conceived at Nissan's design studio 
in London, engineered at its technical 
centre atCranfield in Bedfordshire 
and built at the Nissan factory in 
Sunderland, the Qashqai has made 
millions for UK pic. 

Since it first appeared 10 years 
ago some 2.3 million have been 
made, most have been exported and 
450,000 snapped up in Britain. 

It's our favourite crossover and 
last month was number three in the 
nation's Top 10 new car sales charts, 
pipped to the post only by the Ford 
Focus and VW Golf - both of which 
are made in Germany. 

Now there's a new Qashqai on 
the way with the second generation 
model - launched in 2014 - getting a 
heavy facelift inside and out. 

As mid-life makeovers go the 
changes are radical and see the 
latest Qashqai with sharper lines, a 
reshaped bonnet and grille and some 
shiny body highlights. 

There's also a new range topper in 
the form of a Tekna+ model which 
comes with Nappa leather upholstery 



IMPROVED: The new Qashqai 


in a distinctive 3D pattern, a high-end 
Bose sound system and a sporty- 
looking D-shaped steering wheel. 

In such guise it is now possible 
to spend more than £30,000 on a 
Qashqai - a far cry from the £23,249 
it cost to get behind the wheel of the 
poshest Qashqai back in 2007. 

Back then the range started from a 
shade under £13,500. Now it kicks 
off at £19,295 but what's onboard 
is light years ahead and the latest 
Qashqai is still a pacesetter. 

The Qashqai Tekna+ 1.5-litre 
diesel tips the scales at £30,325 and 
that includes a Vivid Blue metallic 
paint job which accentuates the new 


car's lines a treat. 

For a family hatch-cum-SUV the 
cabin is very upmarket - albeit it 
overly black and that included the 
headlining - and the seats, taken from 
a specification devised by NASA are 
exceptionally comfortable. 

There's carbon-effect trim in the 
dash, chrome handles on the doors 
and the technology features the latest 
generation of the NissanConnect 
system which uses a seven-inch 
touchscreen for full connectivity and 
satellite navigation. 

The Bose digital sound system 
is genuinely impressive with eight 
speakers front and rear. The tonal 
quality is quite exceptional, even at 
motorway speeds. 

Other smart technology includes 
automatic emergency braking, 
automated parking, cross traffic 
sensors when reversing and an auto 
hold function with the electronic 
parking brake. 

On the road it feels sharper to 
handle than the previous Qashqai 
and noise levels have been improved 
although mechanically there is little 
difference. 

The 1.5-litre diesel is well proven 


across the Nissan-Renault Alliance 
and with 110ps on tap results in 0 to 
60 time of 11.9 seconds, a maximum 
of 113mphg and an official fuel return 
of 74.3mpg with emissions of 99g/km 
no matter what size of wheel is fitted 
- and the Tekna+ sat on 19-inch rims. 

We saw an average of 51.9 to the 
gallon which is well acceptable for a 
family car. 

The Bose set up eats into the 
luggage space a little and the Tekna+ 
has a boot of 401 litres extending to 
1,569 - about a rucksack less than 
you'll get in other grades of Qashqai. 

As before, it is well composed and 
behaves without issue either in traffic 
or when cruising which makes the 
Qashqai an exceptional all-rounder. 

Few cars can hit the mark in such 
fashion and with the current trend 
for upmarket models, breaking 
the £30,000 barrier will prove no 
obstacle. 

Indeed, Nissan calculates that 
almost half of all Qashqais sold in 
the next few months will be high 
specification models. 

Without doubt, the Qashqai's rein 
as king of the crossovers looks set to 
continue for many a year to come. 


Car thieves get smart 

IT was just too good to last - the 
car thieves are wising up after 
a period of being frustrated by 
modern technology. 

Gone are the days of the hot 
wire nasties who could make your 
car disappear in seconds. 

Now criminals are more likely to 
be computer savvy, warns vehicle 
tracing experts Tracker. 

Recent reports indicate an 
increasing new trend in vehicle 
theft termed 'relay attack', that 
allows criminals to overcome 
existing vehicle security 
technology, such as immobilisers 
and keyless entry systems. 

This new style attack uses a 
relay device and involves two 
criminals working together. 

One stands near the car being 
targeted and the other stands 
near the front door of the owner's 
home to get in range of the key 
fob - often left on hallway tables 
or kitchen worktops. 

The device then picks up the 
key fob signal from inside the 
house and relays it to the car. 

Using this method, thieves are 
then able to drive away in a stolen 
vehicle in a matter of seconds. 


The real value of new cars 


WE'RE on the eve of another round 
of the orgy of madness and delusion 
that is the new plate registration and 
I want to focus on something it puts 
into stark relief - depreciation. 

Think of just about anything you 
put sizeable chunks of money into, 
such as your mortgage or pension 
and, all things being equal, they 
should go up in value over time. But 
not your car. 

Fair enough, a car is used and 
so simple wear and tear means it 
will be worth less when you come 
to sell it, but I cannot think of any 
other consumer item we buy which 
has such rapid and expensive 
depreciation as the four wheels sitting 
in your drive. 

And with the imminent arrival of 
the 67-plate registration, the latest in 
this twice-a-year change we've have 
had since the T-plate arrived in 1999, 

I think it is long overdue for someone 
to ask the question - is it really doing 
any favours to either the consumer or 
the trade? 

In any given year perhaps as many 
as a third of the registrations happen 
in March and September with a lull 
before and after them. 


In recent years March has averaged 
around 400,000 cars, September 
slightly less, but together they still 
account for about one in three new 
cars sold in a 12-month period. 

Depending on who you talk to, 
a rough guestimate leads to the 
conclusion that perhaps as many as 
a fifth of all new cars registered are 
not actually bought by a customer but 
taken as demonstrators, 'manager's 
specials' or whatever. It doesn't seem 
to matter so long as they get a number 
plate and are in paper terms, sold. But 
then, of course, they instantly become 
second hand. 

In simple terms, far too many cars 
are chasing far too few customers 
but these ruses are a way for dealers 
to hit the sales targets set by their 
manufacturers and qualify for the 
bonuses which provide such a big part 
of their income. 

But put that third of annual 
registrations and that fifth of cars 
with no real owner and you have 
the ingredients for huge and instant 
depreciation, not just on those cars 
but on all the ones now sitting in your 
driveway. 

Don't believe me? Well, the other 


day I did a short exercise looking at 
nearly new cars which are on sale 
within 10 miles of where I live and 
here are just a few examples from the 
many I found. 

A Volvo XC90 2.0 TD with just 35 
miles on at £49,000 which is some 
£6,500 off its list price. A Jag XE 2.0 
diesel R-Sport auto with 11 miles 
under its wheels, £30,584 against 
£35,285 brand new. 

Take the other end of the market 
where in a few minutes I found a 
Dacia Sandero Stepway, not a bad 
family car, with just 10 miles and 


on at £10,290 against £11,795 or a 
Vauxhall Adam 1.2 Energised with 
10 miles and on at £10,500 against 
£14,725. 

I could give you a list of similar 
cars running into the hundreds but 
it just shows the level and scale of 
depreciation which ultimately, anyone 
buying a new car has to fund. 

And every time there is a new 
registration the ones with the previous 
plate lose that little bit more value. 

So why do we do it twice a year 
and does anyone think it is working in 
the consumer's favour?
